Life is a more or less hard scheme at best, which 
probably acgounts for the fact that most of us have 
more grouches than smiles to pass out to each other, 
but there is a pholosophy Which i®much of a help 
if we apply it.

We used to Scrape a little round hjole through 
the frost on the window pane with out pocket knife 
and peer out into the continental blizzard and pray 
to the good Lord that he would send us off to 
some place where the sniow did not get so deep 
that a fellow Walked right over his front fence, 
or any other fence, and where, maybe, a flower or a 
bit of something green might be seen growng and 
where a bird would sing in a tree Instead of boreal 
blasts blowing through his whiskers and planting 
goose@pimples, icicles and chillblains along his 
spinal column. Se he sent us to Richmond, and we 
have been glad and thankful about it ever since. 

After reading that dispatch from GrandJunction 
yesterday we went out in the yard and picked a big 
bouguetsof dahlias, carnations, fuchias chrysanthe- 
mums and other flowers, which now smile down be- 
nightly from our desk top, and as this is written 
the birds are twitteripg in the trees, the note of 
the meadow lark sounds from the fields. Suburban, 
the sun shines genially and the hum of industry is 
all around, while Jimmy Dooling, out next to our 
2x4 ranch, is drilling in his wheat. ‘ 

So, thenext time some irite subscriber comes in 
here and grouches because his name was spelled 
wronk in the paper we are going to greet him with 
a smile as expansive as the slit in a Thanksgiving 
pumpkin, and then maybe he will go home and kiss 
his wife, and dig her up a floWer b-d, instead of 
kicking the dog and grumbling because the Rich- 
mond streets are paved with asphalt instead of 
with gold as there are where he ain't going if he 
don’t watch out. j

In the 
course of one month, fourteen other 
cases of diptheria occurred in the 
district in wnich ths particular child 
lived, on ttaking cultures of the 367 
school children living on this dis- 
triet, thirty-four carriers were found 
and among them, the child who had 
«recovered from the d-ptheria one 
month before.- Doctor Cloyne placed ' 
all theSe carriers in quarantine and: 
required two negative cultures from 
each of them before they Were per-/ 
mitted to return to school. His con- | 
clusions, based upon the experience of } 
his iinvestigation are as follows: 

1. The swabbing of the throats of 
children should be a meaSure adopted 
at the outbreak of a single case of 
diptheria in school.

Dr. Milbank Johnson, BS., M.D.. 
L.L.D., of Los Angeles, who has been 
one of the most active of the oppo 
nents of single tax fm California

So deeply interested did 
I become in this matter after the re. 
sult of the election two years ago was 
announced, and when it became known 
that the single taxers were planning 
another attempt this year, that ] took 
the time to go to British Columbia 
accompanied by John P. Steele, secre- 
tary of the People’s Anti-Single Tax 
League, and remained there for sev 
eral weeks, getting full and correct 
information regarding the effects of 
the operation of single tax methods of 
taxation in the cities of that province 
of Canada.
